Morse examinations would spedfy use of a 
Farmsworth "character speed" in the range of 13 
to 15 WPM. Morse code audio pitch woud have 
to be between 700 and 1000 Hz. Standard 5 
WPM tests with 5 WPM character speed coud 
be adninistered only as a Soedal accomodation. 


The new Morse testing standards are to be in 
effect by J Uy 1, 2001, but VECs may implerrert 
themsooner.

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Military boatanchor collecting is a very interesting and worthwhile branch of the 
hobby. Many of the HF boatanchors are usable “as-is“ on the ham bands. So 
here you have a chance to operate a real piece of history, just the way it was 
supposed to be used 50 years ago. 


The military followed roughly the same path of development that was traced by 
ham radio. LF in the prewar years begat HF “short wave” during WWII, which 
was largely succeeded by VHF by the Korean war through Vietnam, and 
ultimately followed by the UHF and satellite military systems in use today. But 
the military jumped into FM in a big way during WWII, pre-dating widespread 
ham usage of FM by 20 years. The military was also relying heavily on RTTY 
during WWII and hams didn’t catch up to that trend for a decade (partly thanks 
to FCC and Ma Bell blundering). 


Almost all military radios up through Vietnam are plentiful and relatively 
inexpensive. They make fine collectibles and the HF AM/CW mode sets are fun 
to operate on the air. The FM sets cannot be used on the air because the 
military used wideband FM in these radios. However, In the HF category, some 
dedicated fanatics have nets where all the check-ins are supposed to be made 
on a specific military rig and the discussion is mostly 
focused on that rig. The best of these nets is dedicated to 
the Wireless Set #19 Mk II tank radio. The net is usually 
run by Dave or Chris and it is the first Sunday of every 
month starting at 2000 Z on 3760 LSB +/- QRM. 


The problem with collecting military radios is that 
information is so hard to find. There are few published 
resources. Almost everything ahs to be dug up from the 
original military publications or scattered articles in various 
AWA (Antique Wireless Association) and ham publications. And the ham 
articles often don’t focus on the rig and its history. They discuss the conversion 
of the rig for ham usage. Beyond that difficulty, there is much for a novice to 
learn. Each of the services generally used their own radios and, during WWII 
each service followed its own “nomenclature” or categorization system. But 
there are many exceptions including a whole group of so-called “spy” radios that 
were issued without much marking at all. 


So what | want to give you in this column is a short cut to learning about the 
radios and other collector resources. This gets pretty fragmented, but stay with 
me if you are interested in military gear. 


The first stop is (of course) the web. Check in at this site to see some great 
photos and a look inside one of the few active military collector groups the 
following groups: http://members.xoom.com/Milradio/ . If you are a lover of the 
Collins-designed R390A receiver, look at http:/Awww.avslvb.com/R390A/index. 
html . Examples of commercial sites catering to collectors are http://www.gsl. 
net/w9tad/index.htm and http:/Awww.armyradio.com/ . Once you've started to 
learn your way around the nomenclature a bit, you can make use of the 
SIGNAL CORPS MUSEUM at http://147.51.101.5/museum/. Under "Archives," 
they have an "SCR" index and a ""BC-1 to BC-1421" listing which is excellent. 
Finally, some collectors have worthwhile sites in operation. Try Tom Norris’s site 
at http:/Awww.telalink.net/~badger/millist/mi.html to see one of the best.

Flippo was crarged with four courts of tranaritting without a license-- 
each cout aarrying a raxinumpenalty of one year in prisonard a 
$10,000 fine--and four courts of irterfering with the operations of 
licensed stations, which carry the sare peralty. 


The FCC has begun inplerenting the Conmission Registration System 
known as CORES. While the action has few imrediate implications 
for Arrateur Radio licensees, CORES registration evertually will 
replace Universal Licensing System or ULS, registration. 


Described as an agency-wide registration sytemfor anyore filing 
applications with or making payrrerts to the FCC, CORES will assign 
a unique 10-digit FCC Registration Nunber, or FRN to all registrarts 
The FCC says use of the FRN will allow it to rrore rapidly verify fee 
payrrert 


The orrline filing systemand further inforrration on CORES is 
available by visting the FCC Web ste, http:/ / ww.fcc.gov and 
dicking onthe CORES registration link. For the tirre being, using an 
FRN is volurtary, although the Commission says it will conider making 
it randatory in the future for anyone doing business with the FCC.
